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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant argues that the prior art references 
cannot be combined because they are fundamentally incompatible with one another. Applicant's argument is based primarily on its 
unfounded assumption that Rabne teaches that permission rules are "embedded" within the RMc browser. Applicant argues that contrary 
to Rabne, O'Brien discloses a policy "as a set of rules identifying which computing resources 106 the browser is alloed to access." Thus, 
Applicant concludes that to combine Rabne and O'Brien would require extracting rules from the RMc browser. Applicant's argument is not 
persuasive because Rabne does not teach rules embedded within the RMc browser. 

Specifically, Rabne discloses "[t]he RM server maintains and processes rule-based intellectual property permissions" and like O'Brien, 
Rabne teaches transmitting the rules and permissions from a server to the client to restrain the browser's activity based on the rules 
[column 8 "lines 11-19"]. This teaching is comparable to O'Brien's teaching of transmitting security policies from a server to a client to 
restrict the browser's activity based on the policy. For this reason, Applicant's argument is not persuasive and the rejection as set forth in 
the previous action is maintained. . 
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
